Information  on  Orchard  Planting 


Age  of  Bearing  — Distance  to  Plant  — Number  of  Trees  per  Acre 


THIS  varies  greatly  with  the  different  varieties  and  depends  so  much  upon  the  soil,  climatic  conditions  and 
general  care  given  them  that  it  is  impossible  to  give  an  absolutely  accurate  list.  Below  is  a list  of  about 
the  age  at  which  different  fruits  will  bear  under  average  conditions.  To  ascertain  the  number  of  plants  required 
for  an  acre  at  any  given  distance,  divide  43,560  (the  number  of  sq.  ft.  in  an  acre)  by  the  distance  between  the 
rows  multiplied  by  the  distance  between  the  plants  in  the  rows.  Example:  plants  set  in  rows  4 ft.  apart  with 
the  plants  2 ft.  apart  in  the  rows,  gives  each  plant  8 sq.  ft.  43,560  divided  by  8 gives  5,445  plants  per  acre. 
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SQUARE  PLAN  for  Setting  an  Orchard.  Open  circle  represents 
permanents,  40  ft.  apart;  and  dots  fillers,  20  ft.  apart.  The  latter 
to  be  removed  in  twenty  years.  These  are  distances  adopted  by 
most  planters. 


TRIANGULAR  PLAN  for  Setting  an  Orchard.  A permanent, 
set  40  ft.  apart.  C and  B fillers,  20  feet  apart.  C fillers  to  be 
removed  in  fifteen  years.  B fillers  to  be  removed  in  25  years. 
These  are  distances  adopted  by  most  planters.

Read  what  our  New  York  State  Experimental  Station 
here  at  Geneva  has  to  say 

WESTERN  New  York  apple  orchards  paid  a good  return  on  the  investment  during  the  twenty  years  of 
1903-23,  according  to  evidence  presented  by  Dr.  U.  P.  Hedrick,  Horticulturist  at  the  Experiment  Station 
here,  in  a publication  issued  by  the  Station  entitled  Twenty  Years’  Profits  From  An  Apple  Orchard.  The 
average  net  dividend  for  the  past  two  decades  in  a typical  Baldwin  apple  orchard  just  west  of  Rochester,  where 
the  Station  fruit  men  have  been  conducting  investigations  on  apple  growing  for  a long  period  of  years,  was 
26.3  per  cent  on  a land  valuation  of  $500.00  per  acre,  says  Dr.  Hedrick.  This  represents  a yearly  average  net 
return  of  $120.71  per  acre  for  the  same  period. 

“The  Auchter  orchard  was  selected  for  experimental  work  because  it  was  as  typical  as  could  be  found  in  the 
great  apple  belt  of  western  New  York,”  says  Dr.  Hedrick.  “The  trees  are  Baldwins,  27  years  old  at  the  begin- 
ning of  the  experiment,  47  now.  The  accounts  tell  what  each  of  the  orchard  operations  has  cost,  the  number 
of  bushels  of  fruit  produced,  and  the  selling  price.  In  short,  what  the  out-go  and  the  in-come  of  a New  York 
apple  orchard  are  in  its  fourth  and  fifth  decades,  the  prime  of  life  of  an  orchard. 

“From  the  figures  that  have  been  obtained,  the  problem  of  calculating  the  profits  for  the  two  periods  and  for 
the  twenty  years  is  an  easy  one.  The  yearly  average  net  profits  on  a barrel  of  apples,  graded  and  ungraded, 
for  the  period  running  from  1903  to  1913  was  $1.31  per  barrel;  for  the  second  period,  $2.12  per  barrel;  average  for 
the  two  periods,  $1.71.  The  average  per  acre  for  the  first  period,  $95.60;  for  the  second  period,  $145.83; 
for  the  two  decades,  $120.71.  Calculating  the  interest  on  the  investment  for  the  first  decade  with  the  land 
valued  at  $500  per  acre,  we  have  a trifle  over  24  per  cent  as  the  annual  ten-year  dividend  for  this  orchard.  For 
the  second  decade,  the  annual  net  dividend  was  28.5  per  cent;  an  average  for  the  two  decades  of  26.3  per  cent. 

“The  figures  in  this  balance  sheet  are  reassuring  to  apple  growers.  Can  they  be  duplicated  by  fruit  growers? 
I think  they  can.  These  are  perfect  trees  in  the  prime  of  life,  with  no  young  nor  decrepit  orchard  mates  to  bring 

down  the  average.

CORTLAND  APPLE 


A new  variety  originated  at  the  New  York  State 
Experiment  Station  some  years  ago  by  crossing  the 
Ben  Davis  and  McIntosh.  Cortland  has  all  the  good 
qualities  and  none  of  the  weaknesses  of  either  parent. 
From  Ben  Davis  it  takes  its  ability  to  hang  to  the 
tree  and  also  to  stand  handling.  From  McIntosh  it 
gets  its  high  quality,  resembling  it  in  taste  and  appear- 
ance, altho  Cortland  is  somewhat  larger  in  size.  In 
color  it  is  a beautiful  red  blushed  with  darker  red.  It 
comes  into  bearing  about  three  weeks  later  than  Mc- 
Intosh. The  trees  are  large,  vigorous,  of  upright 
spreading  habit,  hardy,  healthy  and  very  productive.

Planting  Instructions — Cut  off  about  six  inches  of  the  limb  growth,  prune  off  bruised  ends  of  roots,  if 
any,  make  a smooth  cut,  dig  hole  deep  enough  so  that  the  tree  will  be  buried  to  the  same  depth  as  when  stand- 
ing in  the  nursery  row,  or  up  to  the  collar.  Soak  roots  in  water  one-half  hour,  place  tree  in  hole,  fill  in  one- 
fourth,  tread  well;  another  one-fourth,  tread  well;  the  third  one-fourth,  tread  well;  then  finish  filling  and  tread 
firmly  so  that  when  the  tree  is  set  it  would  require  a strong  man  to  pull  it  out.

Raspberries 


OUR  raspberries  have  been  inspected  by  the  Department  of  Agriculture,  State  of  New  York,  and  found  to 
be  free  from  injurious  diseases,  infecting  the  raspberry,  commonly  known  as  Mosaic,  leaf-curl  and  rosette 
(or  Eastern  blue  stem).  Raspberries  succeed  best  in  a rich,  'mellow  soil.  They  should  be  planted  four  feet 
apart  in  rows  five  or  six  feet  apart.
